In hope of the ſutcetle of this Bull, Co. c.

like wiſe refuſe ſuch othe, vnleſie they wold

Their complices, and the ſecret fauozers 
of tele freaſons, oz paraduenture ſuch as 
(oz ſome reſpedes) are loth that to much 
of the bettome of this treaſon ſhould be 
ſearched, daue ſp2ed oz fauozed arumoz, 
and geuen inſinnation that it is no true 
thing, dut counterfaited by pꝛoteſtantes 
do being the papiſtes in hatred. 

No, no, this fetch is to farre fet a great 
deale, Treaſon it is, and vile and hie trea⸗ 
fon, to auance ſuch a thing, whoſoeuer do 


tt, inte dant: papiſt. And no pꝛoteſtant,

pou map be ſure, will fraifozouſly oners 
thꝛow this eſtate, neither is any of them ſo 
madde to thinke it a god excuſe foʒ him⸗ 
ſelf, if he ſhould be arrained foz traitoꝛous 
ſetting vp of ſuch a Bull oz paper, to ſay he 
did it of an other intent to bzing papiſtes 
the Nucenes enemies in hatred. And ſo 
may we well be bold to ſay, that there is 
not a pꝛoteſtant in England of ſufficient 
wit and habilitie fo foꝛge ſuch a Bull;that 
would be content himſelfe to be be hanged 
dꝛawen andquartered to ſpite a papiſt, aꝛ 
that doth thinke he ſhould ſpite apapift in 
pꝛocuring to himſelfe ſo great a danger. 
But the thing being fo traitoꝛous and 
perilous, euen in a pꝛoteſtant ſo intending 
as theſe pꝛetend, J would faine learne, oz 
rather haue it remembꝛed of them to 
whom it apperteineth, ol what qualitie 
the offence is in theſe qualiſiers to concele 
it. J do not meane ofleaning it vnviſcloſed 
when they know it, but of doing what 
they can by perſwaſion that other ſhould 
not finde it, oꝛby diſlwaſion tranſferring 
the ſuſpicion an other way.

him ſome of their owne clothes to diſguiſe 
him. 

The thing is to euident, and thereby 
the truth of ſuch hiders is the inoꝛe ſuſpici⸗ 
dus.

ſo much vpon vndeſerued reputation, that

But let vs call to mynde, gather ſome 


krute of the olde tale of Caſſandra king 
Pryames daughter of Trop. She hauing 
the gift of p:ophecie by Apollo, alway to 
gene true warninges, had vet this puniſh- 
ment anexed, that though ſhe pꝛophecied 
trucly ſhe ſhould neuer be beleued. Do 
happened it that when ſuttle Sinon had 
perſwaded the Troianes vnder falſe pꝛe⸗ 
tenſe of religion, and ſpeciallp a diſſems 
bling ſhe w ok dedication to Pallas goddelſe 
of wildome, that is, vnder colour of wiſ⸗ 
dome and policie, to b:eake downe their 


walics to receiue the hoꝛſe that the Greci⸗ 


ans had framed and ftuffed full of choſen 
ſoldiars, Caſſandra gane warning what 
treaſon the hoꝛſes wombe conteined. But 
by the oꝛdinarie and fatall viſtrevit that 


was layed vpon her, and foz that(as Poets 


ſay)

not beleued, the walles were bzoken 
bowne, the hozſe deuoutelp receiued, and 
though the armour within gaue ſound 
and noyſe, yet was he vnſearched, in the 
night Sinon opened the window, the ar» 
med men iſſued out, the Citie was Cired 
and deſtroyed, and all (as the Poets tell) 
by conduct of Pallas goddeſſe of wiſdome 
and policte, 

J will not at this time pꝛoſetute the 
tale of Laocoon, his office of pꝛieſthade, 
his ſpeare, the ſerpent from ſea, his chil⸗ 
dzen,no2 the reſt, wherof euerp poynt and 
euerp particle hath bis apt reſemblance 
foz dur benefif, | 

Onelp this J will cap, that it may be 
that foz our ſinnes we haue Caflandracs 
plague , though truth be tolde vs, it ts poſ⸗ 
ſiblp not beleued. The Grectans then 
framed a hoꝛſe. The Papiſtes haue now 
framed a Bull. Their hoꝛſe was ſtuffed 
fall of ſoldiers lurking redy fo be let out to 
ſet Trope on fire , This Bull is tuffed 
with traiterous pꝛactiſes to deſtrop thys 
realme. Sinon perſwaded them to reteiue 
the Trojan hozſe without violating oz 
A.iij. ſearching 


fearching it. Dur Sinons.e lewd qua lill⸗ 
ers would haue the Bul eſtemed an other 
thing, and take from vs the deſire to haue 
his belly ſearched. Their hozſe with res 

mouing ſhoke, andthey might heare the 
very ſound ol the armour within him. In 
this Bull the euidences are plaine of open 
trealon, and the very cffect ol our rebelles 
pꝛoclamation tranſlated ſoundeth within 
it, and ſemeth as it were out of the ve⸗ 
ry Bulles bellp to roare and tell vs that 
all they were pꝛimp to it that were by any 
appendance oꝛ deuiſe of coniunction oz al⸗ 
liance knit to the late rebellion: as alſo 
hard it is to excuſe EÆneas and Antenor 
great Loꝛdes of Pryames houſe foꝛ know- 
ing to much of the Grecians counſell. 
Caſſandra cryeth out agapaſt the hozſe, 
the fates will not let her be beleued, 

Sinon opened the window, the hozſe-vn- 
laded his treaſons. Lay this to our caſe,I |

truth, and god admonitions, 
are not beleued and folo⸗ 1 
bed fo our pꝛeſer⸗ .
